presidency. 
He will make no alliance 
of any kind with Bryan or with any 
interests with which Bryan is affiliate 


P. T. Foley, who years ago «*onduct- 
od a job printing office- 
iii Sedalia, 
now' of Parsons, Kas., charged with 
corrupt practices 
in 
state and city 
elections, whs bound over th the dis­ 
tric t court this afternoon 
by Justice 
Wilson Laie*, 
following 
a continu­ 
ance of h. _ preliminary hearing from 
last Saturday, says 
Saturday's Par­ 
sons Sun. His bond, placed at $2,500, 
was given. 
Mr. Foley 
was 
charged by the 
prosecuting witness, L. F. Dick, 
in 
fifteen counts 
with 
corrupting the 
electorate in state elections held in 
1914 and in city 
elections 
held in 
1915. In the first 
election 
he 
was 
charged with using illegal means to 
secure t he election of Senator Charles 
Curtis and Congressman P. »\ Camp­ 
bell, and in the last election he was 
charged with being 
illegally active 
in the support of O. II. Stewart. 
The state had secured thirty 
Wit­ 
nesses in its behalf, a great portion 
of them being colored. It was intend­ 
ed to show* that Mr. 
Foley had used 
illegal practices in securing the Hie- j 
gal vote of the city. Following state­ 
ments from them came the testimony 
of several men prominent in city af­ 
fairs, among them being City Attor­ 
ney T. M. Brady, who stated that he 
had conversed with Mr. 
Foley rela­ 
tive to the 
election 
situation 
and 
that the later had told 
him that he 
tad spent $600 on 
the 
city election 
and was looking for some way to get 
it back. 
The testimony introduced was all 
in behalf of the 
state, 
the defense 
nesting. Attorney Burton for Mr. Fo­ 
ley was vigorous in his cross-exami­ 
nation, pointing out by the nature of 
his Questions that several of the wit­ 
nessed wEd asserted 
they 
had 
re- 
calxes names; from Mr. 
Foley had J 
vn.ied for John Madden, jr., in 
the election. 
Amid court setting 
that 
was un­ 
usual as it was 
discomforting, Jus­ 
tice Larery called 
the 
case of the 
state of Kansas 
vs. 
P- T. Foley in 
• he 
Vincent 
school 
house, 
about 
three miles from this city, the large 
number of witnesses and spectators 
making it impossible to hold the ses­ 
sion in the justice’s house, the usual 
court room. 
About 
twenty-five per- 
ons struggled 
through 
the mud to 
the school house, 
either summoned 
‘.here as witnesses or counsel for the 
complainant or defendant, or as mere 
idle spectators who wished to see the 
merry wrangle. 
Fpon the opening of the court, C. 
T. Taylor, assistant county attorney, 
•lated that there was no one appear- 
:ng for the county 
attorney’s office, 
but that be was present merely for 
ilie purpose of hearing the testimo­ 
ny. 
Following Mr. 
Taylor’s statement, 
E. L. Burton, attorney 
for the de­ 
fendant, entered a motion to dismiss 
the case and urged that Justice Lar- 
i i v pass upon the motion. The lat- 
ter did, ruling that the case must go 
to trial, whereupon Mr. Burton filed 
a motion to quash the complaint and 
the information 
upon 
which it was- 
•lied, pointing out that the sole duty 
of bringing such a complaint rested 
with the county attorney’s office. Jus- 
ice Larery refused to quash the com­ 
plaint. 
Following this ruling by the court, 
Attorney Burton announced that the 
lefense would waive preliminary ex­ 
amination. 
At this juncture Judge JJohn Mad­ 
den, appearing 
for 
the prosecuting 
witness entered 
strenuous objection 
^o such a procedure, stating that in 
justice to the 
county 
attorney’s of­ 
fice, which had expressed a desire to 
hear the evidence, it was necessary 
'hat a hearing be held. After a lively 
tilt between the two attorneys. Jus- 
‘ice Larery ruled that the motion to 
waive the preliminary 
hearing was 
overruled. 
The defense having 
decided to in­ 
troduce no 
evidence, 
arguments of 
the attorneys began. 
Judge Madden 
explaining that counts 2, 12 and 13 
had not been established. He asked 
that Mr. Foley be bound over to the 
district court on twelve counts.

“He is not to be ‘smoked out’ of his 
position of quiet suppo, * of the Wil­ 
son administration and rn its policies 
by any promises or threats that can 
be made by Bryan adherents and the 
opponents of President Wilson. 
“lr the event only of the withdraw­ 
al of President Wilson from the dem­ 
ocratic race will Speaker Clark con­ 
sider the possibility of becoming a 
candidate himself.

“This is the position taken by the 
speaker, known to every friend he has 
among the leaders in and out of con­ 
f e s s , but direct statem ents cannot be 
had fronj him. 
He is afraid of its ef­ 
fect on the future of the democratic 
party in campaigns yet to be fought. 
“Within the last week many reports 
have been carried from Washington 
concerning the attitude of the speak­ 
er. 
These reports have placed him 
against the administration prepared­ 
ness program. He is not.

clared for a rational increase in na­ 
tional defense, and he is waiting on 
the reports of the 
house 
committee 
having these m atters in charge, be­ 
lieving they will submit a satisfactory 
solution of the problems. He will sup­ 
port the work of these committees 
where they seem reasonable. 
“It has been stated that emissaries 
from Bryan have gone to him with the 
olive branch and pledges of support if 
he will come into the open in a fight 
igainst Wilson on his legislative pro­ 
gram. 
The speaker has seen no such 
emissary and would hear with impa 
lienee promises of support from one 
who treacherously stabbed him when 
the presidency was within his grasp 
at the Baltimore convention.

that President Wilson has no chance 
of winning in the fall election because 
there will be arrayed against him the 
German vote, Tammany, New York, 
New England and the Middle West, 
because of his advocacy of the pre­ 
paredness issue.

W ashington, Jan. 24.—Senator Nor­ 
ris, of Nebraska, republican, today in­ 
troduced a resolution providing for a 
constitutional am endm ent to abolish 
the electoral college. 
The am endm ent provides that the 
voters cast (heir ballots as heretofore, 
the candidate receiving a majority in 
a state to be certified to congress and 
to receive as m any votes as the state 
l as representatves and senators.

votes.

BURNING GAS WELL A VOLCANO 


Explosions Shake the Houses Twenty 
Miles Around.
